SHAPING OUR STREETS 


The Mini-Holland 
Programme is changing our 
borough and we want you 
to be a part of it. Whether 
you cycle or not, if you live, 
work or study in Waltham 
Forest it’s important that you 
feel part of this once in 
a lifetime opportunity. 

We want to make our roads better and safer 
for everyone who uses them while helping to 
improve the quality of the air we breathe. And 
since 2014, have been working to achieve that 
with the Mini-Holland Programme, funded by 
£27million from Transport for London (TfL). 

We know that cycling isn’t for everyone, so our 
Mini-Holland Programme isn’t just about creating 
cycle lanes and cycle parking, it’s also about 
making our roads safer and more attractive for 
pedestrians, reducing congestion and traffic 
outside people’s homes, reducing pollution and 
creating areas that people want to spend time in. 
At the same time, we want to make it easier for 
drivers and cyclists to share our roads by creating 
first class cycling routes and providing safer 
streets for pedestrians, so that anyone who wants 
to walk or cycle for local trips feels more confident 
doing so. 

Improving cycling in London is a hot topic right 
now, and £900million is being spent throughout 
the capital as part of the Mayor’s Vision for Cycling. 



Mini-Holland is one part of this London wide plan, 
and as figures from TfL show that cyclists will 
outnumber drivers in central London during rush 
hour in the next few years, we’re proud to be 
leading the way in cycling reform. 

The Mini-Holland debate has been invaluable in 
showing us how we can constantly improve the 
way we’re doing things. And now that we’re at 
around the half-way point, it’s a good time for us 
to thank everyone for bearing with us as the 
changes settle in, and for continuing to tell us 
what you think. We’ve received lots of feedback 
from the local community which has helped us 



shape each and every scheme. As the remainder 
of the programme gets underway, here’s a 
snapshot of what we’ve done, what’s coming 
up and how you can continue to get involved.

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TRANSFORMING OUR BOROUGH 


In 2014, nearly 900 people were injured on our 
roads and air pollution in Waltham Forest is on 
the increase. At peak times of the day, we have 
up to 6,000 extra cars on our roads due to the 
school run, making our roads more congested. 
We need to do something about this so that 
everyone can get from A to B easily and safely. 


And with borough-wide regeneration creating 
12,000 new homes by 2020, improving our 
high streets and attracting new businesses, 
we need to modernise our roads so that the 
borough can continue to grow. 

The Mini-Holland Programme is about making 
our streets work for everyone and our borough 


a better place to live, work and travel. By 
creating designated space for cycling, creating 
routes that better connect our town centres, 
and redesigning some of our public areas, 
we want to cut down unnecessary traffic 
outside homes, and provide safer and healthier 
travel options so that people enjoy living and 
spending time in the borough. 


THE STORY SO FAR 

So far we have completed two Mini-Holland schemes - Walthamstow 
Village and Ruckholt Road - and have started construction on four others 
- Lea Bridge Road, Blackhorse Village, Hoe Street and Wood Street area, 
and Church Road. Residents are being engaged on the Forest Road and 
Markhouse Road schemes, as well as the Leyton and Leytonstone Town 

As well as changes to roads and areas across parts of the borough we have also: 

Knocked on over 
10,000 doors to talk 
to residents about 
schemes in their area 

Installed 30 residential cycle 
lockers on streets across 
the borough with another 
30 on the way, and received 
over 1,000 requests from 
residents for more 

Considered over 12,600 
comments about 
different schemes 

Spoken to over 550 
businesses about schemes 
in their area.

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Council tax set to rise 


Council takes difficult decision 
to raise council tax for the 
first time in six years 


Like Councils up and down 
the country, this year Waltham 
Forest Council made the difficult 
decision to increase council tax. 
The decision came at a meeting 
of the Full Council on Thursday 3 
March. 

While the increase in the portion of 
council tax that the Council receives 
will go up by 3.99 per cent, the 
overall increase to your bill will be 
1.86 per cent. This is because the 
portion that the Greater London 
Authority (GLA) receives has been 
lowered, as it no longer has to pay as 
much towards London 2012. For an 
average household living in a Band D 
property this will mean an extra 52p 
per week. 

Leader of Waltham Forest Council, 
Chris Robbins, said: “Following 
a six year council tax freeze we 
always knew that this day would 
come. Government has created 
the conditions to encourage a rise 
by scrapping the council tax freeze 
grant and proposing an additional 
two per cent rise to help pay for 
the adult social care bill, which is 
growing. 

“Since 2010 we have saved almost 
£1 OOmillion and felt that to change 


or reduce the services that you have 
told us matter most to you and your 
family would put them under too 
much strain, and that is why we have 
decided to increase council tax. 

“However, because we have 
managed your money carefully we 
can also make some investments 
now to save money in the future. 

This will make sure that we are 
well prepared for 2020 - when 
government plans to make councils 
self-funded.” 

The Council will continue to shape 
and develop services based on the 
priorities that residents helped to set 
in 2015. They have already helped 
to develop the new Neighbourhoods 
Service and Private Landlord 
Licensing Scheme, and focused 
investments into shop fronts, leisure 
facilities and parks.

New hospital needed 


■ Council and partners targeting a 
new Whipps Cross Hospital 

■ Improved facilities required to meet 
our community’s needs 



Health experts are being 
appointed to review Whipps 
Cross Hospital as part of a major 


project to create a new, modern 
hospital on the site. 

The review is being overseen by 


Barts Health NHS Trust, Waltham 
Forest Council, Waltham Forest 
Clinical Commissioning Group 


(CCG) and NELFT NHS Foundation 
Trust. 

Whipps Cross treats more than 
1,600 patients every day, but its 
existing buildings are old, its layout 
can be confusing for patients and 
visitors to find their way around, 
and more beds are needed to 
cope with the rising population. 
Therefore, significant changes and 
improvements are required. 

Leader of Waltham Forest 
Council, Chris Robbins, said: “Our 
residents rely on Whipps Cross 
Hospital. Many have been born on 
those wards and seen their loved 
ones cared for within its walls, but 
it’s plain to see that the old hospital 


building is not up to modern day 
standards. 

“Our residents deserve world- 
class facilities and that is why we 
are working with partners to ensure 
that a new hospital is built on 
the site at Whipps Cross. For the 
Council, a new hospital is the only 
option to meet the needs of our 
residents.” 

The Whipps Cross review will 
engage widely with patients, public 
and staff later this year.

In my opinion

Did you know that 1.3 billion 
tons of garbage is produced 
in the urban world every year? 
That’s 1.2kg for every one of the 
3 billion urban inhabitants on 
this planet. That’s gross. But we 
can make it less. 

Granted, the biggest waste 
producers aren’t individuals, but 
industry, which makes our waste 
issue two-fold. But, for now, I 
will address what we can do as 
individuals to reduce our waste. 

It is possible to lead a zero-waste 
lifestyle - look up Lauren Singer 
- but the amount of changes 
involved can be overwhelming. 
Instead, here are the smallest 


changes with the biggest waste 
reduction impact. 

The first is food-related. Have 
a look in your fridge, freezer and 
pantry: how much unrecyclable/ 
non-reusable plastic is in there 
right now? To get rid of it, avoid 
packaging. Buy things in containers 
that can be recycled, and get your 
fruit and veg at local markets (i.e. 

£1 bowls or Walthamstow farmer’s 
market) or buy them loose at the 
supermarket. Always take your 
own bags when you go shopping. 
Compost. Take advantage of our 
brown bins because not every 
Council offers them. Get a little bin 
for the kitchen and empty it into 


your big brown bin regularly for 
pick-up. 

The second is household-related. 
Many cleaning products are highly 
chemical, which is no fun. Many 
zero-waste proponents use vinegar 
for all cleaning needs; I use soap 
nuts. Soap nuts are amazing: 
they are a fruit grown in India that 
can replace your dish soap, your 
laundry detergent and household 
cleaners! You can also consider 
switching to green energy; we use 
Ecotricity because it’s 100 per cent 
green and cheaper than traditional 
energy companies. 

The third relates to personal 
care. Making your own tooth 


paste is super easy! Mix together 
equal parts coconut oil and baking 
soda; add essential oil to taste. I 
also make my own deodorant and 
moisturizer, and buy my soap and 
shampoo at Lush, bringing my little 
soap tins for refills. 

To make a small note about 
industry waste before closing: the 
industry produces what consumers 
buy. So if we stop buying into 


excessive packaging, it will stop 
being produced. Hence your small 
actions in waste reduction can have 
a massive impact in the long run, 
especially if we all get on board!

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Have your say on parking 


Residents and businesses are 
being invited to have their say 
on proposed changes to parking 
across the borough, as a new 
consultation is launched. 

The consultation, which runs 
from Monday 7 March until Sunday 
3 April, includes a proposal to 
retain the popular ‘Pop and Shop’ 

15 minutes of free parking in 
PayByPhone (voucher) bays across 
the borough. 

The Pop and Shop parking policy 
was introduced by the Council a 
number of years ago to allow people 
to park for free in town centres for 
a short period of time. However this 


scheme was severely compromised 
by the government introducing its 
own 10 minute grace period, which 
automatically applies to all councils 
regardless of any local schemes they 
already have in place. 

“In order to retain the Pop and 
Shop policy we have decided 
to reduce our period of free 
parking down to five minutes. The 
government’s 10 minute grace 
period will then top that up to 15 
minutes, and protect a policy that 
we know our residents have come 
to cherish”, explained Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, Deputy Leader and Cabinet 
Member for Environment. “We have 


put this out to an extended 28-day 
consultation period so that everyone 
has the opportunity to comment on 
the proposals.” 

The consultation includes a 
number of other parking proposals, 
including introducing an additional 
free one hour of parking between 
1 pm and 2pm in all cashless ‘pay by 
phone’ (voucher) on-street parking 
spaces. There are also plans to 
modernise the way payments are 
made and continue the roll-out of 
the Controlled Parking Zone (CPZ) 
programme. 

The Council is seeking to keep 
the cost of residents’ First Standard 


Permit in the bottom 10 across 
London, and continue to give a 
free visitor booklet to new parents 
and residents aged over 60. The 
consultation also includes proposals 
for incentivising low emission 
vehicles and introducing a new 
school staff permit in return for 
schools introducing school travel 
plans.

Residents, businesses and 
football fans from around the 
world are being called upon to 
be part of Laurie Cunningham’s 
legacy by raising money to 
build a statue to celebrate his 
achievements. 

With support from Leyton 
Orient FC and football’s equality 
organisation Kick It Out, Waltham 
Forest Council is spearheading 
the campaign to raise awareness 
and funds to remember Laurie 


Cunningham, one of the first 
professional black footballers to play 
for England. 

Laurie started his career in 
Waltham Forest with Leyton Orient 
FC and to celebrate his legacy in 
opening up the game of football to 
people of all backgrounds, Waltham 
Forest Council will erect a statue in 
his honour in Coronation Gardens 
near the stadium where he first 
made his mark on the beautiful 
game. 


Debuting with Leyton Orient in 
1974, Cunningham played at a time 
when racism was prevalent. His 
success with teams such as West 
Bromwich Albion and Real Madrid 
paved the way for other black 
athletes across the country. He also 
earned six caps for England and, 
along with winning the double with 
Real Madrid, helped Wimbledon to 
victory over Liverpool in the 1988 
FA Cup Final. Tragically, Laurie was 
killed in a car accident in Madrid in 


Leader of Waltham Forest 
Council, Chris Robbins, who has 
committed to find half the costs 
towards the statue said: “Laurie 
Cunningham made a huge impact 
on the footballing world at a time 
when racism was rife in the game. 
He holds a special place in the 
heart of Orient fans and local 
residents alike and we want a 
permanent tribute to the man and 
his achievements, which will also act 
as a celebration of how well people 
from all different backgrounds get 
along in this borough.” 

As well as raising funds for the 
new Leyton landmark, the year-long 
campaign will promote his important 
legacy of inclusion and diversity 
through community events. 

The statue is set to cost just over 
£100,000 and together with its 
partners the Council is looking to 
raise up to £50,000. If you would like 
to make a donation, visit the Council 
website to find out more.

Mini-Holland - a healthier choice 

Waltham Forest Council has four key priorities to help improve the lives of everyone who lives 
and works in the borough. In this edition we look at what is being done to help residents enjoy 
life and improve health and air quality through the Mini-Holland Programme 




Whether you were instantly 
won over; or are yet to be 
convinced of the benefits, 
Waltham Forest Council’s Mini- 
Holland Programme is all about 
making it easier to walk, cycle, 
use public transport and to 
generally encourage everyone 
to share road space fairly. It 
aims to make it easier jump on 
a bike to go shopping or walk 
to work, and to make sure that 
residents get to breathe clean 
air and live healthy lives. 

Here, we take a look at some 
of the ways that the Council is 
attempting to make the borough 
a better and healthier place, and 
some of the things you can do to 
try to use the car less. 

Join a car club 

One easy way that you can help 
reduce emissions is to join a car 
club and rent a car only when you 
really need it, rather than relying on 
it for all your local journeys. 

Car clubs are more popular than 
ever in Waltham Forest, with a 60 
per cent rise in members over the 
past year. 

The DriveNow car club has 67 
vehicles to rent in the borough, 
including 30 electric cars. The 
service has the unique feature of 
allowing drivers to leave its vehicles 
anywhere in our borough or in 
Haringey, Hackney and Islington 
when they are finished using them. 


Also operating in the borough 
is fixed-bay car club, Zipcar. It 
offers a round-trip, or bay-based 
system. Cars and vans are parked 
in designated bays that they 
need to be returned to. Zipcar 
and DriveNow have over 4,000 
members in the borough. 

If you drive less than 8,000 miles 
a year, giving up your car and 
switching to a car club saves on 
average £3,500 a year. 

For every car club vehicle 
introduced, it is estimated that 20 
private vehicles are taken off the 
road. Plus residents and business 
that are less reliant on private 
vehicles use them more sparingly, 
easing local traffic congestion. Visit 
www.walthamforest.gov.uk/ 
carclubs for more information. 

Hire a Cargo Bike 

Waltham Forest Council 
has launched free cargo bike 
hire through the Mini-Holland 
Programme, with two different 
bikes available to rent. 

You can hire the bikes as a 
‘taster’ before committing to 
purchasing one of your own. 

Cargo bikes, also known as 
freight bicycles, box bikes, and 
cycle trucks, are pedal-powered 
vehicles specifically designed for 
transporting loads. 

The Council has two types. 

The Christiania gives parents who 
normally drive their children to 


school the opportunity to try cycling 
as an alternative to the car. It can 
carry loads of up to 100kg, and is 
very easy to power as it has seven 
low gears. It has a bench, three 
point harness and waist belt to 
accommodate two children. 

The Omnium is fast, light and 
manoeuvrable. It can be used to 
deliver a wide range of goods and 
is not as wide as a three-wheeled 
bike - making it easier to filter 
through traffic quickly. 

To hire a cargo bike simply email 
cargobikehire@walthamforest. 
gov.uk and let them know which 
bike you’d like, for how long, when, 
and if you’re hiring it on your own, 
as a couple, family or business. 
You’ll receive training, an hour long 
induction and a road test to help 
you get used to the bike. 

Green Courier Project 
and Construction 
Enforcement 

In order to help reduce the 
number of private vehicles making 
short journeys in Waltham Forest, 
the Council has secured funding of 
£100,000 from TfL to help launch 
a ‘Green Courier Scheme’ for 
businesses situated in the Mini- 
Holland network. 

The project will ask businesses to 
consider making local deliveries of 
goods by cargo bike, electric bike 
and electric vehicles, rather than 
regular cars and vans. The aim is to 


provide a zero emission service and 
promote use of the Mini-Holland 
infrastructure. 

It is likely that the scheme will 
be trialled in Walthamstow Village, 
before being expanded to other 
areas. 

The Council will talk to local 
businesses later this spring, with 
the service set to be rolled out in 
time for summer. It is hoped that 
TfL will fund the scheme for a total 
of three years.

In addition, TfL has also awarded 
£180,000 for a three-year joint 
project to reduce emissions and 
dust at construction sites. The 
money will be used to fund a 
special Construction Enforcement 
Officer, who will work in Waltham 
Forest, Barnet, Enfield and 
Haringey. 

The latest London Atmospheric 
Emissions Inventory compiled 
by the Greater London Authority 
(GLA) estimates that construction 
and non-road mobile machinery 
accounts for around 15 per cent 
of PM 10 particulates and 12 per 
cent of NOx emissions. These 
pollutants reduce life expectancy 
and contribute to respiratory and 
cardiovascular diseases, such as 
heart attack and stroke. 


Idling about 

Waltham Forest Council is 
also set to adopt powers to fine 
drivers who allow their engines to 
continue to run while being parked, 
commonly referred to as ‘idling’. 

Whipps Cross Hospital - 
supported by Waltham Forest 
Council - is taking part in a cleaner 
air project with a number of other 
East London hospitals. 

As well as providing practical 
information to patients, the project 
is looking to create clean air zones 
around hospitals by introducing 
no vehicle engine idling policies, 
supporting suppliers to consolidate 
deliveries and helping staff, patients 
and visitors to make smarter travel 
choices. 

Waltham Forest was also one 
of the first councils to introduce 
emission based parking permit 
charges, in its controlled parking 
zones (CPZs). We are also 
reviewing and developing new 
designs for our air quality scheme 
plantings, as a preventative and 
proactive way to improve air quality.

Residents tell Waltham Forest News what they think about the Council’s efforts to get 
more people walking and cycling as part of the Mini-Holland Programme

“My three children can all cycle, even 
my six-year-old, so I think anything 
to make it safer for them to cycle on 
the roads would be a good thing. I 
don’t think drivers are always careful. 
I don’t drive, so I do a lot of walking 
and welcome anything to make it 
nicer and easier to walk around the 
borough.” 



“I think Grove Green Road is a 
rather bad road, so it’s good that 
the Council wants to try to improve 
it and make it safer for everyone. I 
think Mini-Holland is a good idea, as 
there is lots of traffic on the roads. 
But my concern is that it could lead 
to traffic being pushed onto other 
roads, instead.” 



“I’m a carer and I use my bike to get 
between jobs. I started cycling four 
years ago. I felt a bit daunted at first, 
but you soon get more confident. 

I think drivers sometimes have a 
bad attitude towards cyclists, but I 
have seen drivers do silly things and 
cyclists do silly things. There needs to 
be a better understanding between 
the two. I think cycle training would 
definitely help a lot of people to learn 
to ride their bike on the road, it’s a 
great idea!” 



“I’ve lived here 30 years and traffic 
has increased dramatically in the last 
10 years. I do drive, but not as much 
as I used to. I think the standard of 
cycling is quite low, so cycle training 
would be a brilliant idea to improve 
peoples’ ability to cycle safely. I think 
it’s a good idea to try to encourage 
people to walk, cycle or use public 
transport for local journeys. I think 
more frequent bus services would 
also help.”

Action Day 

The latest multi-agency enforcement day 
took place in the south of the borough on 
Thursday 3 March. The activity was part 
of the Council’s efforts to crack down on 
rogue landlords and make streets safer 
and cleaner. During the operation officers 
visited over 600 properties, spoke to 
nearly 150 residents and identified 14 
properties that were liable for prosecution. 
The Council’s Neighbourhoods team 
inspected 823 front gardens, finding 57 
that required cleaning. In addition 41 
fly-tips were searched, investigated and 
cleared. Waltham Forest Council is a 
flagship borough for improving conditions 
in the private rented sector, and reducing 
anti-social behaviour through its Private 
Rented Property Licensing scheme.

You can now book large item 
collections online via the 
Council website, making it faster 
and more convenient to dispose 
of waste that is too big for your 
black bin. 

The Council offers a free large 
item collection service for residents, 
and you can arrange for up to 
five items to be collected each 
time. This is perfect if you have 
an unwanted wardrobe, mattress 
or sofa that you need to dispose 
of. The list of items available for 
collection extends to bicycles, fish 
tanks, bookcases - and yes even 
the kitchen sink! 

It’s now quick and easy to 
book your collection online - just 
visit www.walthamforest.gov.uk/ 
largeitemcollection and follow the 
simple instructions. You will need 
to sign up for the ‘My Account’ 
service if you don’t have one 
already, but once you have done 
this you will be able to access all 
of the services that the Council is 
making available online. 


“We want to do everything we 
can to help residents dispose of 
their waste easily and responsibly, 
and now you can book your large 
item collection at the touch of a 
button,” said Cllr Clyde Loakes, 
Deputy Leader and Cabinet 
Member for Environment. “All you 
need to do is visit our website, 
choose a date and leave your item 
out for collection that morning - it 
really is that easy.” 

When booking your collection 
online you will have a choice of the 
next two available dates in your 
area. You can also add more items 
to your collection up to 24 hours 
beforehand (as long as your free 
collection does not exceed five 
items), and you can also change or 
cancel your collection date if you 
need to. 

Each ward in the borough has a 
specific collection day, which you 
can find on the Council website. On 
the day of your collection you must 
leave items as close to the front 
edge of your property as possible 


by 6am. Collections can take place 
up to 10pm. A full list of items that 
can be collected is available online. 

The Council has also launched 
a premium large item collection 
service, which is perfect for 
landlords, businesses or trades 
people who are not eligible for the 
free collections. Residents can also 
make use of this paid-for service, 
which allows for up to 20 items at 
a time. Full pricing details and a list 
of items that can be collected is 
available on the Council website. 

If your unwanted item is still 
in good condition why not see if 
someone else can use it? “We’ve 
teamed up with the Restore 
Community Project to collect 
items that are suitable for reuse”, 
added Cllr Loakes. “Donating your 
unwanted items for reuse is ideal 
as it means no waste is created 
and you’ll be giving someone else 
a chance to benefit from them.” 

The Restore Community Project 
will collect your unwanted furniture 
and electrical appliances and make 


them available for others to use. 

If your item is suitable to be used 
again you can book your collection 
with them directly - visit www. 
restorecommunityprojects.org or 
telephone 020 8493 0900 for more 
details. 

All waste electrical items that 
require a plug or battery (also 
known as WEEE) can be reused 
or recycled, so the Council is no 
longer accepting these to dispose 
of as part of large item collections. 
If you have an electrical item you 
no longer need you can arrange to 
have it collected for reuse, or take 
it to a recycling bank or household 
waste recycling centre. Visit the 
Council website for more details to 
find your nearest recycling point.

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Rogue landlord fined 

■ Inspection found property was overcrowded and in poor condition 

■ Landlord fined £7,000 plus prosecution costs 



Another landlord has been hit 
with a prosecution and fine after 
the Council took him to task for 
a string of offences including 
overcrowding, failure to licence 
and poor living conditions. 

Landlord Mustafa Demir, 42, of 
Link Street, Hackney, was fined 
£7,000 at Thames Magistrates’ 


Court last month for offences relating 
to a property on Overton Road, 
Walthamstow. He was also ordered 
to pay prosecution costs of £3,466. 

The three-storey property was 
originally licensed as a House in 
Multiple Occupation (HMO), split 
into seven separate bedsits. When 
Council officers visited in May 2015 


they found poor living conditions 
and failure to comply with licence 
conditions, including overcrowding. 
The HMO licence for the property 
was revoked. 

No attempt was made to re¬ 
licence the property, and a follow-up 
visit from Council officers found 
a number of breaches of HMO 
Management Regulations, including 
damp, disrepair to amenities, no 
door to the shared kitchen and 
kitchen waste flowing directly onto 
the rear yard. 

“We will not hesitate to prosecute 
landlords who constantly ignore our 
warnings and continue to flout the 
law”, said Cllr Khevyn Limbajee, 
Cabinet Member for Housing. “We 
are cracking down hard on rogue 
landlords, and inspections are 
continuing to take place across the 
borough. 

“Anyone who thinks they can get 
away with renting out properties in 
such a poor condition in Waltham 
Forest needs to think again. We 
have a licencing scheme in place 
for all private rented properties in 


Waltham Forest, not just for HMOs.” 

The Council is continuing to 
pursue enforcement action at this 
address and gain compliance with 
relevant legislation. The prosecution 
means that Mr Demir will not be able 
to have direct control over the letting 
and management of this property, 
and any other properties he owns in 
the borough. 

An HMO is a house which is 
occupied by people who do not 
make up a single household. This 
includes shared houses, hostels, 
guesthouses and houses that have 
been converted into self-contained 
flats. If an HMO has three storeys 
or more, and is occupied by at 
least five people forming two or 
more households, it may need a 
mandatory HMO licence. Privately 
rented HMOs which do not fall into 
this category would still need a 
licence under the Council’s Private 
Rented Property Licencing scheme.

Charity is good for the soul 

■ The Soul Project offers a safe place for Walthamstow’s young 
people to meet 

■ Activities on offer include video production workshops, training 
courses, vocal coaching, toddlers’ soft play and much more 


Since opening its doors ten 
years ago, Walthamstow charity 
The Soul Project (TSP) has seen 
thousands of local young people 
enjoy meeting friends in a safe 
space. 

TSP (245 Wood Street, El 7 
3NT) was set up by community 
stalwart, Stephen Barnabis, who 
was inspired to do something to 
help young people following a family 
tragedy. 

Stephen told Waltham Forest 
News: “I created this project 
because my 17-year-old cousin was 
killed by knife crime in 2004. It was 
a devastating time for my family, but 
it was the catalyst I needed to get 
the charity off the ground. 

“I had always wanted to start 
a project to provide activities for 
young people, and create a place 
where local people could come 
together and share their ideas and 
skills for the benefit of the whole 
community. So it’s fantastic that 
something so devastating could be 
turned into something positive for 
other young people.” 


TSP offers activities for all ages. 
TSP Youth Space is based on the 
upper floors of the building and 
works with young people aged eight 
to 14. 

Meanwhile, on the ground floor 
children under eight can enjoy 
the Tumble in the Jungle’ play 
area. There is a soft play space for 
babies, a jungle-themed toddler 
zone and main play frame. 

Tumble in the Jungle is open 
Monday, Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday from 9.30am to 6pm, 
on Tuesdays from 10am to 6pm 
and on Saturday and Sunday from 
10am to 6pm. 

TSP Youth Space works with 
young people and their families 
to promote social inclusion and 
strengthen family relationships. 

The charity has a range of 
services designed to support young 
people to do well in education and 
future employment, support parents 
and carers in raising children, 
reduce anti-social behaviour and 
risk of offending and reduce social 
exclusion. 


The Youth Space allows young 
people to chill out, learn new skills 
or take part in planned activities 
such as street dance, sports 
activities, singing lessons and arts 
and crafts. There are also computer 
games, air hockey, a pool table, 
table tennis and table football. TSP 
Youth Space is open on Tuesdays 
and Wednesdays from 5pm until 
7pm. 

As well as celebrating its tenth 
birthday, last month saw TSP 
launch its own media suite, The 
Soul Studio, which includes a 
music production studio, film and 
photo production studio, radio 
broadcasting suite and graphic 
design suite. All of the equipment 
has been donated. 

Project Developer, Bernadette 
Armand, told Waltham Forest News: 
“We’re so grateful to have the 
donated equipment. Although it is 
not the latest technology, it will help 
us to teach the basics. 

“We are developing an accredited 
course, and hope that the young 
people who take part will be 


inspired to continue learning about 
media production. 

“I am very keen to hear from any 
residents who work in the media 
and who could help at a workshop, 
mentor our young people or even 
donate more equipment for the 
suite.” 

Unfortunately, times are looking 
increasingly tough for the charity, 
as cuts to various sources of 
funding have seen it scale back its 
operation. The charity’s landlord 
has also sold the site for potential 
development, leaving TSP 
searching for a new home. 

If you are able to suggest a new 
location for TSP, or would like to 
help them fundraise towards the 
cost of renting a new building, why 
not get in touch?

Work underway to restore historic grade II listed 
building 

Council wants to open Pimp Hall dovecote up to 
community 


Steps are being taken to 
breathe new life into a timber¬ 
framed grade II listed building 
that has been put on Historic 
England’s ‘At Risk Register’, 
after Waltham Forest Council 
unveiled a plan to restore it to 
its former glory. 

Demonstrating its commitment 
to the future of Pimp Hall dovecote 
- the last surviving structure 
from the historic Pimp Hall site, 
in King’s Road, Chingford - the 
Council has pledged funding to 
help the restoration works and 


improvements to the entrance. 

The dovecote building, in which 
doves or pigeons were once kept 
for food, can be found in Pimp Hall 
Nature Reserve on the former land 
of the 16th Century Pimps Hall, 
gardens and farm. The Hall was 
used as a working farm until 1934, 
when it was bought by Chingford 
Council and the site divided 
between allotments, a Council-run 
nursery, and the small park in which 
the barn and dovecote are located. 

Since that time, the dovecote’s 
timber frame has deteriorated, 


and the structure has been the 
target of vandalism. The Council 
is currently exploring how best to 
restore and protect the building, 
and in turn see it removed from 
the At Risk Register managed by 
Historic England - the public body 
that looks after England’s historic 
environment. 

Council Leader Chris Robbins 
said: “As well as saving Pimp Hall 
dovecote for future generations, 
we want to open it up to the 
community and enable residents 
and visitors to learn more about 


its history and the Pimp Hall site 
through a series of events and 
educational resources. 

“We hope one day to see the 
dovecote being used for special 
events, exhibitions or open days, 
but first we need to fully understand 
the scale of work required in order 
to preserve it for all to enjoy. 

“To that end, we’re currently 
carrying out a study to see what the 
restoration project could look like, 
and will work with the Friends of 
Pimp Hall Park and Nature Reserve, 
Pimp Hall Allotment Association, 
Hornbeam, Friday Hill Tenant 
Management Organisation and 
other local organisations to develop 
future proposals.” 

Claire Ford, Chair of Friends 
of Pimp Hall Park and Nature 
Reserve, said: “We are all very 
excited that the dovecote is going 
to be restored. Funding from the 
Council will mean that this beautiful, 
listed building can once again be 
a wonderful reminder of our joint 
history and heritage in Chingford.” 

The Pimp Hall dovecote 
restoration plan is part of the 
Council’s wider efforts to conserve 
and enhance the borough’s 
heritage assets while maximising 
their contribution to future 
economic growth and community 
wellbeing. By improving public 
access to historic sites such as 
this, it is hoped visitors will develop 
a greater appreciation of Waltham 
Forest’s rich history.

Pimp Hall dovecote 


The dovecote is thought to have been built around the 1540s - a similar time to the nearby Queen Elizabeth Hunting 
Lodge. Constructed from massive oak timbers, it is a structural reminder of the significance the area held for farming 
and hunting during the Tudor period. It was capable of supporting 250 nests, or 500 birds, with an output of 75 young 
birds each week. 

Local legend has it that a secret passage once linked the farm on which the dovecote resided with the Manor House 
at Friday Hill, some 250 metres to the south east. The farmhouse became derelict and was demolished in 1939, 
while the barn fell to the storms of January 1990. The outlines of these buildings are today marked in gravel near the 
dovecote.

Building homes 
for the future 

■ Construction begins on ambitious garage redevelopment scheme 

■ Council targets 12,000 new homes for the borough by 2020 



Work is about to begin on a 
scheme to transform a number 
of garage sites across Waltham 
Forest into a range of modern, 
affordable housing. This is just 
one of the schemes that the 
Council is putting in place as 
part of its target of seeing 12,000 
new homes being built in the 
borough by 2020. 

“We have embarked on an 
ambitious programme to build 
hundreds more homes in the 
borough, in order to cope with 
demand and address the lack of 
good-sized, affordable housing”, 

Cllr Khevyn Limbajee, Cabinet 
Member for Housing told Waltham 
Forest News. 

“A significant number of these 
new homes will be built on Council 
owned land, and we’ve embarked 
on a really progressive scheme by 
looking at all of the garage sites we 
own.” 

The Council is working in 
partnership with Keepmoat 


Regeneration on the project 
that will see 15 garage sites 
on estates across the borough 
being redeveloped into affordable 
houses and flats. The scheme will 
provide 49 new homes in total 
that will be owned and managed 
by the Council, and is due to be 
completed in March 2017. 

Cllr Limbajee added: “I’m pleased 
to be working in partnership with 
Keepmoat Regeneration on this 
project, and look forward to seeing 
these sites being transformed 
into high quality homes for local 
people.” 

Pre-construction work is due 
to start shortly on a number of 
sites, including Rosslyn Road in 
Walthamstow where 13 garages 
will be replaced with two new 
two-bedroom homes with gardens, 
which will be available to rent. 

All of the homes in the 
programme will be built to 
high sustainability standards 
incorporating solar panels, 


condensing gas boilers and well- 
insulated walls and roofs, which will 
help to keep energy bills as low as 
possible. 

The Council has set the 
ambitious target of seeing 12,000 
new homes built in the borough by 
2020, with at least 2,000 of these 
being Council built. As well as the 
garage redevelopments there will 
be new properties on the Marlowe 
Road and Montague Road estates, 
and the creation of a new Housing 
Zone in Blackhorse Lane. 

Along with providing new homes 
the Council is also committed 
to raising housing standards 
across the borough. Last year the 
Council took back management 
of its 12,000 homes from 
Ascham Homes, its arms-length 
management organisation. This 
decision was taken following a 
consultation which saw a majority 
(64 per cent) of tenants and 
leaseholders who took part in the 
survey opt for housing services to 


return to the Council. 

The move will save the Council 
more than £300,000 a year, which 
will be reinvested back into the 
services that the borough’s tenants 
and leaseholders currently receive. 

In addition, during 2015 the 
Council launched its Landlord 
Licencing scheme as part of 
its efforts to drive up property 
standards in the privately rented 
sector. All privately rented 
properties in the borough are 
now required to have a licence, 
which has a number of conditions 
attached which landlords much 
adhere to. 15,000 licences have 
been issued so far, and the Council 
is now carrying out enforcement 
activity to track down properties 
where no application for a licence 
has been made.

Licence fee 
rise 

The fee for a new Private Rented Property 
Licence will rise from £500 to £650 from 
Friday 1 April 2016. The Council has 
issued 15,000 licences since the scheme 
was introduced in April 2015, and is 
continuing to process applications. In a 
number of cases licence applications have 
brought to light issues with properties 
that require enforcement activity or other 
Council intervention. The increased fee 
will help the Council deal with any issues 
quickly and effectively. Every private 
rented property in the borough is now 
required to have a licence, unless an 
exemption applies. The fee is charged per 
property and covers a maximum period of 
five years.

Parking Places) (Amendment No. *) 
Order 201* 

1 NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the 
Council of the London Borough of Waltham 
Forest propose to make the above- 
mentioned Orders under sections 35,45, 
46, 49 and 124 of and Part IV of Schedule 
9 to the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984. 
2. The general effect of the “Charged-For” 
Order would be in respect of the on-street 
parking places to - 

(a) revise the permit pricing structure for 
all parking permits as set out in Schedule 
1 to this Notice, to broadly accord with 
the DVLA vehicle emission bands [notes: 

(i) the cost of the paper vouchers and 
the “pay by phone” charges are being 
increased; (ii) essential users and the new 
multiple vehicle pool permits for residents, 
businesses, charities and essential users 
would be priced at the highest band as 
vehicle emissions cannot be forecast in 
these cases; (iii) certain permit charges 
are already banded but will be revised; 

(iv) amounts or references in brackets in 
the table are existing charges, all other 
charges are new; (v) see top of Schedule 
1 for identifying vehicle bands; (vi) permit 
charges for market traders permits are not 
changing and (vii) a new category for profit 
making organisations (Council partners, 
contractors, etc. is to be included into the 
essential users permit scheme]; 

(b) If an existing ‘standard’ emission band 
resident permit holder now falls into the 
‘high’ emission band when the proposed 
Order comes into operation (before 1 st July 
2016) then that permit holder will only pay 
£60, £145 or £215 (dependent on whether 
the permit is the 1st, 2nd or subsequent 
permit holder at an address) for renewal 

to the new ‘high’ emissions band if the 
anniversary of their permit falls before 1 st 
July 2017. This would increase to £120, 
£210 or £280 if any subsequent renewal 
occurs on or after 1 st July 2017; 

(c) all existing ‘high’ emission band 
resident permit holders renewing to a ‘high’ 
emission band permit after the proposed 
Order comes into operation will be charged 
the ‘high’ emissions band as set out in 
Schedule 1 below of £120, £210 or 
£280 - the same will apply for any new 
applications; 

(d) introduce “all zones” permits for 
businesses and charities in all controlled 
parking zones which have business permit 
provisions [notes: (i) Millicent Road and 
Dagenham Road (MD) CPZ is the only 
controlled parking zone that does not 
have business permit provisions; (ii) same 
criteria issue as existing business and 
charity permits; and (iii) see Schedule 1 
for new permit charges; 

(e) If a school possesses TfL approved 
STARS school travel plan which is 
accredited to the required level set by the 
Council, they may be eligible to apply for a 
new discretionary “term time” only school 
staff parking permit for certain school staff 
that are based outside of the Borough 
[notes: (i) the Council will consider how 
close the applicant is to public transport, 


the pressure on parking in the local area 
and whether the school is making an 
effort to promote walking and cycling; (ii) 
schools would no longer be eligible to apply 
for either business or charity permits; (iii) 
the Council would at its utmost discretion 
determine in each case how many permits, 
if any, would be allocated to a particular 
school; (iv) see Schedule 1 for new 
permit charges; (v) in the first instance 
of application in 2016 schools must be 
accredited to Bronze level of the STARS 
school travel plan scheme; (vi) pending 
the outcome of that one year review, as 
of 2017, schools wishing to apply for 
permits must be graded Silver level in the 
STARS school travel plan scheme; and 
(vii) the school must pledge that they will 
seek to reduce car usage and encourage 
walking and cycling to its pupils and staff, 
therein seeking to reduce the number of 
permit they request year on year; (viii) 
this permit will apply per vehicle to school 
staff registered at Primary and Secondary 
schools, including academies and free 
schools, across the borough located within 
a Controlled Parking Zone (CPZ); 

(f) provide additional free 1 hour parking 
between 1 pm and 2pm in respect of all 
parking places throughout the Borough 
where the cashless “pay by phone” and 
voucher systems operate, however to 
coincide with the recent government 
legislation change which by statute 
provides a 10 minutes grace period before 
any contravention occurs for parking 
beyond the legal parking period, reduce the 
current 15 minutes free parking provision 
at any time of the day to 5 minutes [Note: 
this means that the combined length of 
free parking time (10 minutes statutory 
grace period combined with the 5 minutes 
free parking allowed by the Council) 
remains the same at 15 minutes in all 
those parking places where the cashless 
“pay by phone” and voucher systems 
operate]; 

(g) extend the eligibility criteria for an 
essential users permit to include profit 
making contractors and partners of the 
Council (see Schedule 1 for permit 
charges); 

(h) parking permits could be either a 
“hard-copy” (paper) version or a “virtual” 
permit, although the move is towards 
granting the “virtual” version; 

(i) formalise - 

(i) the provision of a free permit for 
residents who are carers in receipt 
of a DWP Carers Allowance or 
fulfills other criteria; 

(ii) the provision of providing and 
issuing charity permits to bona fide 
charities; 

(iii) the provision of providing and 
issuing “pool permits”, where 
more than one vehicle needs to be 
included, in respect of residents’, 
business, charity and essential 
users permits; 

(iv) the provision of a concession, in 
certain circumstances, to provide 
a “business” permit to a resident 
whose vehicle being either a works 
vehicle or a business van, is too big 
to qualify for a resident’s permit; 

(j) allow use of the following parking 
places, south of North Circular Road, save 
for parking places in the Chingford Lane 
(CL) CPZ or North Chingford (NC) CPZ, by

Drive Now vehicles: 

(a) permit parking places and permit 
shared-use parking place, without 
displaying a permit and without time limit; 

(b) cashless parking places without paying 
the parking charge, up to the maximum 
stay period of the parking place (where 
such a maximum stay period applies). 

3. The general effect of the “Off-Street” 
Order would be to - 

(a) allow use of single-level off-street 
car parks, south of North Circular Road, 
by Drive Now vehicles, without paying the 
parking charge or displaying a permit, and 
without time limit (this includes all of the 
Council-run car parks except Hall Lane, E4 
and Richmond Road, E4); 

(b) increase the permit charges for parking 
in the Council’s off-street car parks as 

set out in Schedule 2 to this Notice (nb: 
season tickets not available for the Bedford 
Road or Town Hall off-street car parks). 

4. In respect of paragraphs 2(j) and 3(a) 
above, Drive Now vehicles are liveried 
vehicles available for hire by users of the 
car share scheme known as Drive Now. 

The Organisation that operates Drive Now 
pays the Council a fee for the use of the 
parking places and this fee is passed on to 
Drive Now users as part of the hire charge. 

5. Subject to any material objections, it 
is anticipated that all the arrangements 
outlined above would come into operation 
on 1 st July 2016. Additionally, in respect 
of the on-street parking places, new 
high emission vehicle charges would be 
further increased on 1 st July 2017 where 
applicable (see Schedule 1). 

6. The above changes would not 
come into operation in respect of any 
experimental controlled parking zone 
until such time as that experimental zone 
becomes permanent. 

7. A copy of the Orders and the Council’s 
statement of reasons for proposing 

to make the Orders can be inspected 
during normal office hours on Mondays 
to Fridays inclusive until the end of a 
period of 6 weeks from the date on which 
the Orders are made or the Council 
decides not to make the Orders, at (a) the 
Information Desk, Town Hall, Forest Road, 
Walthamstow, El 7 The Reception Desk and 
(b) the London Borough of Waltham Forest, 
Low Hall, Argali Avenue, London, E10 7AS. 

8. Any person desiring to object to the 
proposed Orders or to make any other 
representation should send a statement 
in writing of either their objection and the 
grounds thereof or of their representation 
to Traffic Orders, Engineering Design, Low 
Hall, Argali Avenue, London, El 0 7AS ,or by 
email to parking.services@walthamforest.

Throughout the Mini-Holland Programme we 
have been asking you for feedback and, where 
possible, have adapted proposals based on 
the comments received. 

We’ve made the following changes 
based on your feedback: 

Lea Bridge Road scheme - we’ve moved 
crossings and bus stops, created even more 
loading bays for businesses and are looking to 
obtain more land at Bakers Arms to explore a 
right turn into Hoe Street. 


Hoe Street and Wood Street area - we 

decided not to change the access or layout 
to The Drive, Rectory Road, Howard Road, 
Hurst Road and Falmer Road based on what 
residents told us they wanted during the 
consultation.

one-way roads, moved the positioning of 
the closure to ensure access to the shops 
on Grove Road is maintained, and closed 
Copeland Road to motor vehicles at the 
junction with Lea Bridge Road.
